I 
think that this is true of everyone with whom A have been in friendly contact. 

Ig |ot and gave pictures to ^red, for example, after A knew he was lying, simply 

to help. As Hal can tell you,’ when people cons here, they have acces to my files, 

directly. They do not etfen have to ask me for them. Bud, for example, le ft my 
puctures files in diarray after copying them and took and made a slide of what 
£ had forbidden, then told Turner about that in your presence. I aip not, really, 
paranoid about this and not as careful as I should be. Despite the feelings of 
which you are aware, the lost thing I did before 1 left N.O. was copy an enor- 
mous amount of unpublished material for them and give them copies of two un- . 
published books, which they did use to some good purpose in that debalce. This 
is intended for your further understanding of the Lifton business and generally. 

It is slowly becoming clear that Dave began a campaign against me in 
about June if 1966, or I should say that is when I got first notice of it. A his 
cannot be because of any contact between us, I’d never heard of him. % now it 
has increased in magnitude to where it is simply incredible, and it has had the 
most serious and damaging effect on our collective work. has not limited it 
to the United States. It extends to as far away from ^slif-mis sd New York and

almost entirely ignored OSWALD IN NEW ORLEANS, despote ^ihss' high opinion of it. 

e has actually gone to this trouble to end cooperation betwsen me snd a number 
c>f people. And without any exception, no matter how slight, there is nothing 
even approximating a factyal bssis for it. A n every case of which have been 
told, there is no innocent explanation for what he has lied about and in every 
case it has been false and to his knowledge had to be. As you well know, I tried 
to ignore it and him, and it was only on your advice (which was correct) that I 
phoned him when last I 'was there. Until recently I have content myself wi£h 
ignoring this and him and with the explanation he is unfortunately sick. • L his has 
now reached the point that while 1 have no proof he is other than sick, I can no 
longer go on that assumption alone and it is not the only possible explanation. 

A ppreciate the candor of your suggestion that you may have been the 
source of some of what ha may have exaggerated or i provised upon. He apparently 
does this sort of thing regularly and there seems never to be an occasion on which, 
in hir own way. he doesn't pump. Those with experience other than mine might not 
so recognize it. Now it simply is not honorable to seek the work of others save 
with their assent, H e has yet to ask me for anything of mine, but he unfailingly 
seeks it from those who may have it, his approach seeming to vary with his 
appraisal of the person he approaches. 

The hazard is not use hut misuse, ^ou know of some Eases of this. 

Need I remind you of the classic, those sewers" snd Jim? It would be much better 
if the government did not know what J ohn will be using i-& his suit until he 
uses this. T his was the only reason for my injunction on what I sent out. 1 have 
no other plans for it, though that might change as the future unfolds.

And the coincidence between his questioning of you on. the examination 
of "original materials , when he knows every document is a xerox, and the govern- 
ment’s problem in the Sichols suit, is remarkable, hid to wait all this time 

to ask that question, only wh?n it coincided with a government situation. Of 
course, this can be coincidence, but need it be, especially with all the others? 

He know the Zapruder film has been mechanically examined by me. 

I am not really concerned about what others tiling of my work, althoufe, 

I think naturally, those whose opinions I respect would prefer to Hke it and 
me. I raised that point simply because I thought it was past time for you people 
out there to realize that you were being used in a campaign ths beat purpose of 
which, meaning the least harmufl, was more divisions between us, 

I can understand you feeling wanting to stay out of all this, for I 
would prefer it .a And " L make no demands upon you. But until you see the total 
and malicious misrepresentation of that Reeeda incident you will not really know 
the man you ere dealing with on a basis d>f trust snd what he is really up to. 

But that is entirely your affeir. i his is a man who makes Liebeler look honest. 

Nothing at all may come of this save the damage already done, which is 
consierable, in turning people off and ending much fruitful collaboration. But it 
is foolhardy now to assume this and I am unwilling to. Thatbis to attribute more 
to sickness than my limited experience with sick people warrants. It is no less 
than undiluted evil, from whatever motivation.
